Feverish reinforcing of armaments 
by most of the European countries 
which contain the germs of new wars 
was alleged today by Hungary in a 
memorandum presented to the pre- 
paratory disarmament commission. 

Hungary also complained with bit- 
terness that, poacises +g disarmed her- 
self, she is surrounded by a group of 
allied conntries possessing vastly eu- 
perior military forces. 

By this memorandum Hungary has 
placed herself at the side of Germa 4 
which, through Count Von Bernsto 
already has protested that the Ger- 
mans have been disarmed while their 
neighbors are permitted powerful mili- 
tary forces. 

The Hungarian memorandum caused 
a sensation chiefly because of its 
strictures against the little entente. It 
declared that if egotistical aims of 
oe countries fontinue to hold up 

he speedy restriction of armaments, 
the commission might just as well 
abandon its disarmament project be- 
fore it developed into a plain fiasco 
and some other basis for the 
maintenance of world peace.

THE BIG RAT-HOLE. 

The principal meat on which our 
criminals feed and grow so “fat 
and sassy” is the suspended sen- 
tence. It ts exactly to their taste. 
They eat it up and come back for 
more. It is the big rat-hole in 
our judicial system through which 
the ravenous rodents of robbery, 
run and recidivism come and go 
with regularity and rapture. 

When and by what authority the 


the right to override the constitu- 
tion of the state and usurp the pre- 
rogatives of commutation and par- 
don solely conferred upon the goy- 
ernor, is one of the mysteries that 
no man can unravei. The judges 
themselves cannot doit. They sim- 
ply impose the sentence and then 
suspend it if the criminal can pay, 
the annexed fine. 4 

It can be safely said that there 
is no incident of criminal court 
procedure that so encourages crim- 
inals to go out and carry on their 
warfare against law and public se- 
curity as these suspended sen- 
tences. They practically fix a 
‘license fee for repeaters who can 
prey so profitably upon the public 
as to be able to pay on demand 
when accidentally recaptured and 
freshly assessed. 

Protests against this perversion 
of justice are being made in all parts 
of the country and in New York 
the legislature has recently enacted 
a statute to end the evil in the 
courts of that state. The bar asso- 
ciations of Ohio, Illinois and Kansas 
have denounced the practice. What 
shall be done about it in Georgia? 


EDISON ON THE AIR. 


Recently one of the big broad- 
casting stations heralded that 
Thomas A. Edison, the world wiz- 
ard of electrical wonders, would 
face “the mike” and tell all crea- 
tion. Immediately curious millions 
perked their ears like jackrabbits 
hearing the peal of a hound and 
tuned in from Dan to Beersheba. It 
was to be historic. Printing presses 
waited for words dictated by that 
marvelous brain that has brought 
nearly the whole civilized race into 
a vast auditorium where the ether 
becomes vocal with speech, song, 
music and the natural voices of 
earth, 

The thrilling moment arrived, 
“and now Mr. Edison will address 
his invisible audience’—da&nd he did 
so in the following memorable sen- 
tences: 

“Why, 1 don’t know what to say. 
This is the first time I ever spoke 
into one of these things. Good 
night.” i

The wizard is a worker 
and not an orator. He endows the 
world with wonderful.and utilitarian 
inventions and does not talk its 
ears to pulp with promises that are 
never performed. His speech, there- 
fore, must stand as a model for 
those who do things. But we are 
willing to wager largely that it will 
not be adopted by our senators and 
representatives in congress. 


BALKING THE BOOKIES. 


The Cleveland city government 
passed an ordinance prohibiting the 
Sale in that city of publications con- 
taining race track odds and tips. 
A news company went to court to 
defeat the ordinance, but the city 
won the case, the court holding that 
such publications encourage gam- 
bling, which is an offense against 
the state laws. 

There is no more pernicious and 
insidious form of gambling than 
that which accompanies racing. 
There can be no debate about its 
devastating effects upon the hon- 
esty and welfare of millions who 
daily wager their earnings and lose 
them to the bookmakers who ped- 
dle odds on the races. The gentle- 
men of the jockey clubs and racing 
associations may not be partners 
with the gamblers, and seldom are, 
but the very nature and customs 
of their sport arouse and encour- 
age the gambling spirit from land’s- 
end to land’s-end. For that-.in- 
evitable evil effect horse racing !s 
permitted in but half a score states 
in the whole union, 

The right of a community to sup- 
press such gambling, which is twin 
to the lottery, has been sanctioned 
by the supreme court of the United 
States for a hundred years, be- 
cause it “infests the whole com- 
munity; it enters every dwelling; it 
reaches every class; it preys upon 
the hard earnings of the poor; and 
it plunders the ignorant and the 
simple.” Hence the court held that 
“those who manage them should be 
punished severely as violators of so- | 
cial morality.” :

He takes 
a fiendish delight in trying to under- 
mine that man’s resolution or break 
down his homely philosophy or drag 
him down by fair means or foul to, 
his own rotten level.

BIG DEVELOPMENTS 
SEEN BY PRESIDENT 
OF HEATING FIRM 


BY M. D. GLEASON. 


A development which, experts think, 
will supplant other methods of oil 
home-heating, was announced here 
yesterday by George M. Greene, presi- 
dent of NoKol Heating Company, Ine., 
v28 Peachtree street. 

By this development, operating 
noises of automatic oil heat is cut 
to the vanishing point. 

“The important part about this,” 
sail Mr. Greene, “is that more than 
29,000 American homes today have

Kut when the 
right amount, accurately measured, 
is fed back into a flame—along with 
the fresh air which everyone knows 
any flame must have—it dilates the 
flame. 

“When I say dilate, I mean it 
causes a given amount of flame to 
occupy more cubic inches of space 
than before. An effect something 
like what heat does to water in mak- 
ing steam. A given amvunt of water, 
turned to steam, occupies more space 
than in its original state.”

“The mysterious part of the whole 
thing is that no one has yet found 
out why this happens.

Boston, May 26.—Little Mike Gazella, former shortstop for the 
Atlanta Crackers in the Southern league, and now playing third for the 
Yankees, came through with a single at the right time today and drove 
in what proved to be the winning run over the Boston Red Sox. 


Facing the crucial test of their 
sensational winning streak, — the 
Yankees are returning home tonight, 


having won more games in succession 
than any team which ever represemted 
New York in the American leagw@. 

When Miller Huggins’ men got the 
last red-hosed Bostonian out in. the 
ninth after an ‘up-and-down, free hit- 
ting game at Fenway Park Wednes- 
day, they had won their 16th straight 
contest and were within three games 
of the league record. 

The Yankees will encounter stiffer 
opposition in New York than at any 
time since they started their winning 
streak, for they meet the Philadel- 
phia Athletics in a three-game series. 

After defeating Detroit in the final 
game of their series with the Tigers 
at Yankee stadium, the Hugmen were 
fortunate in catching the White Sox 
and the Indians off their stride, and 
followed up a elean sweep of these 
western clubs with comparatively 
easy series against the meek Browns 
and the affable Red Sox. 

In several games, the Yankees were 
outolayed and outhi##® but for the 
greater part of their Winning &treak 
it was the slashing batting of “mur- 
derers row” which carried them 
through. Then their pitchers, who 
had been performing indifferentiy 
early in the season, began to turn in 
excellent performances, and there was 
nothing the second division clubs 
could do but submit gracefully.

Washington, May 26.—(/)—The 
unofficial house committee for modi- 
fication of the Volstead act decided 
today to sponsor a move to revise the 
dry law to legalize the manufacture, 
sale and transportation of - beverages 
“which are not in fact intoxicating” 
as may be determined “in. accordance 
with the laws of the _ respective 
states.” 

This action by the group, which 
comprises 60 house members, was tak- 
en at a meeting in the office of Rep- 
resentative Hill, republican, Mary- 
land, who heads the organization, A 
resolution to carry out the proposal, 
as approved at the meeting, recom- 
mends modification of the Volstead 
act as follows: 

“That the federal act to enforce 
the eighteenth amendment is hereby 
modified so that the same shall not 
prohibit the manufacture, sale, trans- 
portation, importation or exportation 
of beverages which are not in fact 
intoxicating as determined in accord- 
ance with the laws of the respective 
states.”

Washington, May 26.—(4)—A reso- 
lution to create a congressional com- 
mission to cooperate with city authori- 
ties of Columbus, Mississippi, for ob- 
serving the 60th_ anniversary of the, 
first civil war memorial day was in- 
troduced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Rankin, a democrat of that 
state. 

He said that on April 25, 1867, two 
years after the civil war, women of 
Columbus while decorating graves of 
the Confederate dead, also placed 
flowers upon the graves of union sol- 
diers buried at that place. This act 
inspired, he added, nearly every state 
to set aside a legal holiday in memory 
of the civil war dead, 

The commission would consist of 
two senators, two house members and 
three persons to be appojnted by the 
president. In cooperation with Co- 
lumbus officials it would arrange for 


to take bees in that city and to pro- 
cure and select a suitable marker to 
commemorate the origin of Memorial 
day. The ceremonies would be on 
Memorial day, 1927, a year from 
Monday.

Martin Orders 
State To Test 
U.S. Estate Tax 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 26.—()— 
The state of Florida today moved 
against the federal inheritance tax. 

Attorney General John B. Jobn- 
son was authorized by Governor John 
W. Martin to institute proceedings in 
the United States supreme court to 
test the constitutionality of the law, 
and to enjoin the collection of such 
taxes in the state of Florida. 

Application will be filed with the 
supreme court in Washington early 
next week for permission to iest the 
law, the attorney general announced. 

In some quarters the move was 
seen as an outgrowth of the recent 
Florida Takes Inventory congress at 
Palm Beach. Peter O. Knight, of 
Tampa, who will be associated with 
the attorney general as counsel for 
the state in the suit, called atten- 
tion t6 resolutions passed at this meet- 
ing calling upon the governor to in- 
stitute such action. 

Mr. Knight said that the attorney 
general after an investigation had 
conceived doubts as to the constitu- 
tionality of the law, and that the 
state of Florida could institute pro- 
ceedings in the supreme court to en- 
join the collection of such taxes. 


The legal action, he said, would be 
a bill in equity in behalf of the state 
of Florida against the secretary of 
the treasury and the eommissioner of 
internal revenue. 

The resolution adopted at the in- 
ventory congress asserted that the 
state of Florida had no bonded debt 
and with a balance of more than 
$11,000,000 in its treasury had found 
an income or inheritance tax unneces- 
sary, and that con s in allowing 
states that levy inheritance taxes a 
credit of 80 per cent of taxes so paid 
did so “with the avowed purpose of 
forcing Florida, Alabama and other 
states similarly situated to levy such 
a tax.”

Violence of the upturn in May 
wheat values led to assertions in some 
quarters that the aggregate of out- 
standing accounts which must be set- 
tled this week is larger than has gen- 
erally ben supposed. About 1,000,000 
bushels of this amount appeared to 
have been evened up in the trading 
pit today and there were deliveries to- 
day of about a quarter million bushels 
in addition to fill May contracts. 
Nevertheless, it was estimated that 
owing to the smallness of the Chicago 
stock the shortage which must be 
struggled over in the wheat pit in the 
next three days and fought out as to 
what prices shall be paid is yet high 
up in millions of bushels, possibl 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 bushels. A 
disturbing factor today was that wheat 
arriving here was grading poorly, and 
was leading to difficulties instead of 
facilitating adjustment of open May 
accounts.
